Y. Charles (Chet) Soda 


In lace January of this year, executives of 
the American Football League gathered at 
Dallas to consider various bids of cities seeking 
the eighth and last franchise for the 1960 
season. 


Popular opinion was thar Oakland was no 
better than a third-place prospect in the = 
voting to come. But when the discussions were 
finished, late in the afternoon on Jan. 30, 
Oakland was the eighth AFL member. 


In the closed sessions, the support of Barron 
Hilton, who wanted a geographical rival for 
his Los Angeles club, was doubtless of great 
importance. But of equal value was the persuasiveness of Y. Charles 
Soda, leader and spokesman for an Oakland syndicate ready to 
back the club. 


Soda, a highly successful businessman, is President and General 
Manager of the Oakland Raiders Club. His interest in pro football was 
evidenced in the Forties when he negotiated for the purchase of the 
Oakland Giants, a pro football which was the fore-runner of the San 
Francisco 49ers. Those were troubled times in the sport and negotia- 
tions broke down, but it was only a pause in Soda’s drive to secure 
professional football. 


‘CHET SODA 


Soda is an Oakland native who was an active participant in all 
seasonal sports while at Tech High. He particularly excelled in basker- 
ball and baseball, but football was the sport that drew his spectator 
interest. An ankle injury cut short his promising athletic career. In 
ue many years since, Soda has been a singularly enthusiastic football 
fan. 


Soda, now 52 years old, owns and operates his own construction 
company and is also head of four other corporations dealing with 
land development. 


As Raider GM, Soda reportedly works without salary. He is given 
strong credit for the amazing six-month organizational job done by 
the Raiders.

Mead Couch Eddie. Erdelats 

Coach Eddie came back to the professional 
ranks with the Oakland Raiders! 

Edward J. Erdelatz was head football coach 
at the U.S. Naval Academy for nine seasons 
—almost twice as long as any of his predeces- 
sors in the history of Navy football. 

When the personable Eddie moved into the 
Navy football program in 1950, the Middies 
had won but four games in a five-year period. 
Their losses during that time totalled 28 and 


there had been three ties. In the nine seasons 
that Eddie was the guiding light, the Middies 
won 50, lost 26 and tied eight. However, 45 
of those 50 wins came in the last seven years 
and Navy had suffered but 14 defeats in that 
time. 

Two postseason Bowl victories are sweet in 
the Erdelatz” cup of coaching, 21 to 0 over 
Mississippi in the 55 Sugar Bowl, and 20 to 7 
over Rice in the ’58 Cotton Bowl. Several 
other Bowl invites were declined by the 
Academy. 

As Navy’s headman, Erdelatz was instru- 
mental in gaining All-America recognition 
for three of his athletes. They are Guard Steve 
Eisenhauer in ’52. d Ron Beagle, 54-755, 
and Tackle Bob Reifsnyder, °57. 

Erdelatz is a native of San Francisco. He at- 
tended St. Mary’s College where he was an 
outstanding end on Slip Madigan’s great teams 
of 1933, °34 and ’35. He remained at St. 
Mary’s after graduation as line coach for two 
seasons and then moved to University of San 
Francisco in ’38. He returned to the St. Mary’s 
coaching scene in ’40. 

Eddie entered the Navy in 1942 and took his 
indoctrination course at Annapolis. He was 
sent to St. Mary’s Pre-Flight where he was 
boxing coach and played more football, In *45 
he returned to the Naval Academy as end 
coach. The following year, Eddie was sepa- 
rated from military service at the rank of 
lieutenant commander, but remained at An- 
napolis as end coach under Tom Hamilton for 
the "46 and °47 seasons. 

He left the Middies in ’48 to become line 
coach of the San Francisco 49ers. His San 
Francisco lines possessed the top defensive 
records in the Narianal Fanrhall Teaone

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The American Football League came into being in Chicago on August 
14, 1959, the brainchild of Lamar Hunt of Dallas. 

The Medgling loop was organized with six franchite-holders—founder 
Hunt of Dallas; K. S. (Bud) Adams of Houston: Barron Hilton of Los 
Angeles; Robert Howsam of Denver; Harry Wismer of New York and Max 
Winter and Bill Boyer of Minneapolis-St. Paul. 

The Twin Cities franchise later withdraw but the gap was more than 
mode up for by the joining of Buftalo, Boston and Oakland. Buflalo’s 
president is Ralph C. Wilson, Boston has ten principel owners, headed by 
Bill Sullivan and Dom DiMaggio. Oakland's president and general manager

‘Many other cities applied for AFL berths, but the new circuit decided 
Yo go with eight clubs during the 1960 campaign. However, Chicago and

San Diego, Louisville, Vancouver, 8.C., Miami and Kansas City. 

A ten-atrike was scored by the AFL when, on Nov. 30, 1959, Joe Foss

Commissioner Joe Foss 


‘A unanimous choice for the post of Commissioner of the American 
Football League, 44-year-old Joe Foss brings to the gridiron sport » record 
of war and public service hard to match. 

As @ Marine fighter pilot in World Wer I, he led “Joe's Flying Circus” 
on Guadalcanal, downing 26 Japanese planes. He was the first American 
flyer 10 equal Capt, Eddie Rickenbacker's record of World War I. 

President Franklin D, Roosevelt presented Foss with the Congressional 
Medal of Honor on May 18, 1943, describing Joe's record as one of 

‘aerial combat achievement unsurpassed in this war.” 

Following his discharge after the war, Colonel Foss entered the Ai 
National Guard. He unsuccessfully sought the Republicen gubernatorial 
‘nomination in South Dakota in 1950, 

Returning to active duty with the Air Force in March, 1951, Foss served 
14 months before being released in May, 1952. He immediately swung 
into @ campaign for his second term in the South Dakota State Legislature. 

He finally won the governership in 1954, being reelected in 1956. 
When he was first inaugurated at S.,, Janvary 4, 1955, Fo: 
39, became the youngest governor in his state's annals. 

South Dakota's two-term law prevented Foss from seeking the governor- 
ship ogain in 1958, 

Foss, who was born on 9 farm a few miles east of Sioux Falls, S.0. 
says he “was bitten by the flying bug” when he was 12 after his family 
Yok him to see Charles A. Lindbergh after the latter's trans-Atlantic solo 
Aight 10 Paris in 1927, 

His father, Frank ©. Foss, was an amateur boxer of note. He was 
accidentally killed by @ live wire when Joe was a senior in high school. 
Foss’ mother, Mary Lacey Foss, @ notable horsewoman who preferred the 
‘outdoors to housework, though an expert with the needle, took over the 
farm where she had borne Joe, brother Clifford and sister Flora May. 

Foss, of Norwegian, Irish and Welsh blood, attended Augustana, Sioux 
Falls College and the U. of South Dakota. He finally became a first-string 
guard in his last game os @ senior at South Dakot 

Joe, who holds the rank of brigadier general in the Air National Guard, 
is married to the former June Shakstad of Sioux Falls, $0. They have 
three children, Cheryl, Mary Jo and Joseph Frank. 

Foss was named commissioner on November 30, 1959, signing a three- 
year contract “at about $30,000 annually.” Joe said he could have had a 
longer pact if he wanted, but “if | can’t get the job done in three years, 
'm not the mon.”
